New Haven and rebuked him for 
neglecting her and her baby.

State’s Attorney Alling fought off 
all attempts to delay the trial and the 
long drawn out proceedings opened in 
before Judge Christopher L.

With its background of love and 
betrayal, of motherhood, of all those 
emotional experiences that play such 
an important part in a woman’s life, 
it was very much a woman’s trial. Ef- 
forts were made to have Olympia’s 
child in the courtroom, but they were 
defeated. As it turned out, Olympia 
did not need this maneuver. Her own 
pitiful story proved sufficient. 

The short, sturdy young defendant 
was cheered when she entered the 
courtroom the first day. Her jet black 
hair had been carefully curled.

ti HERE is the Christian explanation 
of the cause of suffering. It is 
scarcely necessary to add that | am 
speaking of an en- 
lightened ‘Christian 
interpretation 
which is in harmony 
withscientific 
knowledge. 

There are four 
factors which make 
for all of our hap- 
piness or all of our 
misery, 

mere ss 
reign of physical 
law, the existence 
of a world of order, 
the uniformity or 
the neutrality of 


the 


natufe. 


Dr. B. H. Streeter in his book, 
*Reality,’’ writes, ‘‘The uniformity of 
nature is not an iron Cage against 
which we dash ourselves in longing 
to escape, it is a necessary condition 
of such freedom as we have. 

Theoretically, the problem how | 
am to reconcile the reign of law with 
freedom may be insoluble.  Practi- 
cally unless I knew that I] could reckon 
on things happening in accordance 
with some fixed and ascertainable 
principle, I might wish, but I never 
could act or plan. 


If fire sometimes heated, some- 


times froze the kettle, who could in- 
vite a friend to tea. If the laws of 
specific gravity changed from day to 
day who would venture in baloon or 
ship? It is not otherwise in the moral 
sphere. 

Conduct could have no moral qual- 
ity, good or evil, but for the law of 
the inevitability of consequence—the 
ancients condemned as inartistic a plot 
in which the playwright brings in 1 
‘god in a machine’ to rescue the char- 
acters from some inextricable mess 
inte which the natural development 
of events have led them. A God who 
regularly did this sort of thing in real 
life would make morality impossible.” 

The second factor which results in 
suffering is the expanding universe. 

There are the violent 
convulsions of nature. 

There is the suffering inflicted by 
earthquake sand storms. 

Suffering and death result not only 
from the violation of nature, but from 
the violence of nature. 


It is not a result of ignorance of or 
disobedience to the laws of nature. 
The utmost possible knowledge of the 
laws of nature and obedience to the 
laws of nature afford no immunity 
from calamity. 

The sins of men do not account for 
the lightning stroke nor volcanic 
eruption. 

There is no other form of suffering 
which places so heavy a burden of 


forces and 


perplexity on the human mind. 

No final and satisfactory solution 
may be given. But we can under- 
stand something of the contribution of 
natural calamities to human progress. 

Aside from storms on land we 
would have been spared much heart 
breaking havoc, but we would also 
have been without the development 
of architecture that builds against the 
storm. 

Aside from storms on sea we would 
have been spared the disasters of the 
deep, but we would also have been 
without the marvelous engineering 
which has made of the dividing seas 
a highway that has bound the nations 
together. 

Aside from the destructive forces 
of drought and flood we would have 
missed the affliction of famine, but 
we would have likewise missed the 
development in a more scientific agri- 
culture. 

In the absence of these. different 
forms of calamity, the world would 
have been saved much sorrow, but 
the world would likewise have been 
deprived of the exercise of mercy and 
human helpfulness. 

Earthquakes and volcanoes are the 
safety valves of the globe. 

The physical earth advances to- 
wards perfection through suffering. 

“The whole creation groweth and 
travaileth together in pain until now.” 

All progress is at the cost of pain. 

Is not the progress of humanity 


that has only been possible through 
these natural calamities worth the 
price, even though the price is req. 
dened with blood? 

The third factor in suffering is the 
free will of man. The perversion of 
freedom results in sin and suffering, 
but without the possibility of sin and 
suffering, there could not have existed 
the possibility of goodness or happi- 
ness. What sort of a world would 
we have without the power of free 
choice? Would it be a better world 
in which men were mere machines? 
Even God could not achieve greatly 
without taking a risk. 

The fourth and final factor in the

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MY MOTHER’S DEATH. 


After a long tour in the Asiatic 
provinces of the Russian empire, we 
returned to Baku. 

One evening, while playing the role 
of Peter in “Natalka of Poltava,”’ I 
was handed a telegram, which read: 

“Mother dead. Send money. Fa- 
ner: 

| had no money, of course, and in 
fact was in debt to the manager. I 
sat for a while in a corner and sor- 
rowed, but at last made up my mind 
to ask D. for an advance on my sal- 
ary. The manager gave me two rou- 
bles after hearing my request. I asked 
for more, but he refused. 

Rebelling at his callousness, I 
ceased to attend the performances of 
the company, which shortly after- 
wards left Baku. I remained in the 
town without a passport and joined 
the chorus of a French light opera 
company; which, as a matter of. fact, 
included only three or four French- 
men, the remainder being Russians. 
The company was doing thoroughly 
badly. Nevertheless, we merrily sang 
all sorts of foreign-sounding words at 
random, such as: 

“Colorado, Niagara, Mississippl, 
Charpentier and Eau-de-vie.. .’ 

The good people of Baku were 
not well up in foreign languages, and 
the nonsense we sang was cheerfully 
accepted for the purest Parisian 
French. I was not paid any salary, 
but the manager considered it unbe- 
coming for a member of the chorus 
of a French light opera company to 
go about in a mountaineer’s shaggy 
sheepskin cloak, and gave me a note 
to take to a shop, where I was given 
a cloth coat lined with wadding. 

The operetta company in the end 
broke down altogether, and I was 
left literally in the street. I was 
obliged to sell my coat, and to be 
very cautious in eating and drinking, 
in fact, I could only afford bread 
and tea. Winter had begun, in Baku. 
The wind was cold and sleet alter- 
nated with endless rains. It was im- 
possible to sleep on the benches in 
the gardens.

Jn <anen “Sam See, oS 
black-bearded, curly-headed man, 
with several teeth knocked out, a low 
forehead, and gray eyes with a 
strangely arresting expression in them, 
particularly attracted me. His un- 
combed hair fell in a sheaf over his 
eyes. He habitually spoke with au- 
thority and evidently commanded the 
respect of all his fellows. I was con- 
vinced that he had escaped from some 
convict prison. , 

He was always very well disposed 
towards me, called me ‘‘the singer” 
and used frequently to urge me to 
sing. I sang for him, and he would 
burst into tears. | 

A day came, however, when he 
proposed to several of the ‘‘boys,” 
myself among the nungber, to goe-at 
nightfall to the square where the 
circus stood, with the object of cut- 
ting the throat of a certain market 
trader, who went about in much- 
darned and patched clothing, but who 
we were assured by ‘“‘Klik’’ carried 
money Sewed up in his patches.
